‘The “vast canvas 
peopled by thousands of actors, the 
amazing. reconstruction of Pompeii, 
and the careful accuracy in dress- 
ing;, movement and atmosphere, 
made the more real by photographs 
of an actual (though minor) errup- 
| tion of Vesuviys, all ,contribute to 
the rather terrible realiam of the 
Picture. “The * Italians have ao 
peculiar genius for .these historical 
and; spectactlar ‘subjects. : eo- 
dora?" although somo ‘exception 
might-be taken to the. presentation 
of the characters; ‘was -in . most 
‘respects a film of, exceptional 
merit and ' Messalina.”? which 
followed it was as ‘good. But all 
these production “are extraordin-: 
arily long and must suffer some- 
what by the cutting necessary to 
shew ‘them at one performance.
